I. ESTIMATED NUMBER OF SHEEP. The actual count 31st December 1°35 
or thereabouts of 7,905,112, plus net Imports and 1937 lambing less 
Sla@ghtering and Mortality gives an estimate at 3lst December 193/ or 
thereabouts of approstimately 8,800,000 sheep. The particulars are - 

(a) Interstate Transfers - Imports 458,224; Exports 77,004; 
Net Imports 381,220. 
a Lambing 1937 - Estimated markings 2,550,000 
c) 1937 Slaughtering - 1,625,000 and Mortality losses 400,000. 


II. ESTIMATED WOOL PRODUCTION. Grand Total 83,500,000 (76,60, 296) 
lbs., increase nearly 7,000,000 lbs. - compiled as follows - 

(a) Wool-Clip. 8,350,000 (7,940,476) sheep and lambs are 
estimated to have been shorn, the wool-clip including crutchings é&c. 
being 73,500,000 (66,743,386) lbs. averaging per fleece 8.80 (8.41) lbs. 

(b} Fellmongered and on skins exported - Estimated 10, OOO, OOO 
(9,860,910) lbs. 


III. ESTIMATED WOOL AVAILABLE FOR SALE. The carry forward from ‘he 
1936-37 season of 1,500,000 lbs. plus the estimated wool-clip of 
73,500,000 lbs. and Imports from other States 15,000,000 ibs. for season 
1937-38 make a grand total of 90,000,000 lbs. Of this total, 16, 000,000 
lbs. have been exported to other States, a proportion of same first 
passing through the Adelaide Sales. 


TV. VALUES. The previous Season's /ool Froduction was valued at 
eh, 360,062 averaging 13.66d. per lb. greasy. The Adelaide Sales of ti% 
season's Vool from July 1937 to February 1938 have averaged 12.22d. per 
1b. but the recent sale only averaged 10.3d. per 1b. At an average price 
of 11.50d. per 1b., the whole Wool Production is estimated to realise 
£4,000,000 a decrease of approximately £360,000 on the previous season.
